THE VINDICATION OF THE SENATE, 


German Was in Fine Fighting Trim. 
The Chamber Thronged. 


Washington, July 23.—Not tor Many a 
year has the senate chamber, rich as it is 
in historic reminiscences, Witnessed a more 
stirring spectacle than that which took 
place there today. ‘he knowleuge tnat 
Senator Gorman was to take up the gaunt- 
let thrown down by President Cieveiand 
at the feet of democratic senators attracted 
to the capitol a large part of the visitors 
and peopie of leisure who take delight in 
the combats of political gladiators. 

Mr. Uorman was in his best tghting 
trim. Never did he acquit himself of a 
task in connection with his senatorial du- 
ties in a manner so caiculated to win 
praise for himself. Without a note or a 
memorandum to refer to, or to refresh his 
memory, he held the floor for neariy three 
hours, exhibiting powers of oratory which 
few even of his warmest political admirers 
would have given thhim creait for. For ail 
that time he was the centrai figure on 
Which every eye in the immense assem- 
blage of spectators and senators was fixe, 
and to whose words every ear was turned 
in closest attention. He accused the 
president of ingratitude to the men who 
had stood by him in the “filth and slime’ 
of his first campaign, and who had given 
their time and labor and wealth to secure 
his second election—referring in this con- 
nection to Senator Brice, of Ohio, espe- 
Cially—and asserted that the conference bil 
as prepared by Senators Jones, of Arkan- 
Sas, and Vest, of Missouri, and as finally 
passed by the senate, had been submitted 
on several occasions to the secretary of 
the treasury and the president and had re- 
ceived the assent and approval of both of 
them, and that it was not until after the 
publication of the Wilson letter that the 
hostility of the president to the senate bill 
had been Known or suspected. 

Senator Gorman’s assertions on that 
point were fully corroborated, and with 
all necessary detail, by Senators Jones and 
Vest and also by Senator Harris, who ae- 
scribed two interviews which he had had 
with the president—the last of them while 
the bill was in conference, from which he 
had come away with the distinct under-, 
Standing that the president was strongly 
in favor of the bill as it passed the senate, 
“if no better terms could be obtained.’ 

Chairs Brought In. 

Interest did not abate as Senator Gor- 
man dropped, for the time being, the more 
Sensational features of his speech and gave 
attention to the rates of duty in the bill. 
The floor at this time was crowded. Ev- 
ery senator in town occupied his chair, and 
every vacant place was filled by a member 
of the house. So great was the infiux of 
representatives that chairs for their accom- 
modation were placed around the walis, 
but these were not sufficient, and three- 
score or more of them were obligd to 
stand. 

Evn the usually vacant diplomatic gal- 
lery was comfortably filled at this point. 
and apparently the most interested specta- 
tor there was Sir Julian Pauncetote, the 
British ambassador. 

Senator White, of California, made a 
short speech in favor of the motion to in- 
sist on the senate amendments and to 
agree to aé further conference, and then 
without action on any pending motions, the 
senate, at 3:40 o'clock, adjourned. 

After the expiration of the preliminarv 
routine business, at 1:22 o’clock, Senator 
Voorhees called for the conference report 
on the tariff bill. 

Then the storm broke. 

The Country in Suspense, 

Senator Gorman immediately arose. He 
began by saying that he hoped he appre- 
ciated the gravity of the situation. Ordi- 
narily the situation would be easy of solu- 
tion. There would ordinarily be no dift- 
ference of opinion about sending the bill 
to conference,where the differences between 
th houses could be adjusted. He drew a 
graphic picture of the anxiety with which 
the country awaited the fate of the bili— 
the idle factories, the closed workshops, 
and the unemployed. Further suspension 
was neither to the best interests of the 
country nor of the democratic party. He 
hoped that the senators would meet the 
situation as became patriotic men and 
duty-bound democrats. It was idle for 
him, he said, to add anything tu what had 
been said on Friday last by the senutor 
from New Jersey. In the house there was 
an overwhelming majority. Here in the 
Senate the democrats, at the outset, were 
confronted with the fact that there wer 
but forty-four democrats. A bil] must be 
framed which would secure the support of 
all these senators, all of whose votes, save 
one, wre necessary to pass it. 

Brdgee Senate and Wilson's Bill. 

he senator from New York, 

from the beginning opposed + og Oppel arti 
and manfully. The democrats, faced with 
such a condition, have gone manfully to 
work to harmonize the differences and had 
accomplished it by many sacrifices—almost 
with the sacrifia2 of principle. No legisla- 
tive body in this country, he declared. had 
ever been confronted with such a condition. 
The representatives of the statis of New 
York, New Jersey, Ohio, West Virginia and 
Maryland. at the outset announced that the 
house bill was so radical, so destructive of 
the interests of the people, that they would 
not support it. He paid a high tribute to 
Senators Vest, Jones, Voorhees and Harris— 
thoq> brave men whose laborious work had 
at last accomplished the feat of adjusting 
these differences and had made the passage 
of any bill possible. 

Then, in dramatic tones, he delivered his 
defiance. The infamous calumnies heaped 
upon the democrats of the senate forced 
from his lips, h> said, a plain, unvarnished 
statement of the facts. He would make it, 
he said, with malice toward none, but he 
would look his colkeagues and the American 
people in the cye and tell the truth. In 
patriotism the democrats of the senate had 
to work to save the count*y and keep their 
party in power, when suddenly in thy midst 
of the struggle. came the president’s letter. 

Wholly Uncalled For. 

“Tt was the most uncalled for, the most 
extraordinary, the most unwise communi- 
cation,” said he, in bitter tones, “‘that ever 
came from a president of the United States. 
It placed this body in a position where its 
mi mbers must see to it that the dignity and 
honor of this chamber must be Pp reserves.

Hi» drew from his desk and had read 
an. interview with Secretary Carlisle on 
April 30th, in which the secretary of the 
treasury gave the senate bill his sweeping 
endorsement. 

Mr. Carlisle Acquiesced. 

“That interview,” said Mr. Gorman, ‘‘soft- 
em d the hard places for those who were 
trying to harmonize differences. It did 
-much to aid the democrats of the senate in 
getting together. He did not believe that 
the democrats would ever hav» got to- 
gether had it not been for that interview. 
The secretary of the treasury necessarily 
spoke in a great measur: for the president 
in matters relating to his department. On 
the morning following the publication of 
that interview the papers announced that 
the presid@-nt was in entire accord with his 
great secretary of the treasury. If that 
was not true, then the forty-four democratic 
senators on this side of the chamber had 
been misled.” 

As a compromise, Mr. Gorman asserted 
that the bill as completed was satisfactory 
to not a single solitary human being in all 
its details. But, as a whole, the structure 
presented, as scanmed by the secretary of 
the treasury and the president, as looked af 
by us, was acceptable as the best bill that 
could be passed. 

Ther> was no suggestion anywhere, eith- 
er from the president or the secretary of 
the treasury, that the bill, as modified, was 
a violation of democratic principles. 

Senators Substantiate Him. 

With dramatic omphasis, -Mr, Gorman 
called upon Senators Vest, Jones and Voor- 
hees to bear testimony as to whether his 
statements had = varied a hair’s breadth 
from the truth. ‘‘Let the people have the 
truth,’’ said he, as he paused, 

Mr. Vest arose. He began by saying that 
hb» had not himself seen the president since 
tue repeal of the Sherman law last summer. 
But, with the secretary of the treasury he 
had had frequent consultations. Mr. Car- 
lisle had repeatedly and distinctly stated to 
ihm that the greatest possible calamity 
that could happen would be the failure of 
any bill. He had distinctly stated to him 
that no difference in rates should b> allow- 
ed to stand in the way of the consumma- 
tion of some scheme of tariff reform. His 
colleague, Mr, Jones, had seen both, Car- 
lis and Cleveland and they had both de- 
elared that the bill wes acceptable to them. 
The bill did not suit him (Vest). He knew 
it must have the support of the adminis- 
tration to pass it, and he asked Mr. Jones 
if the president would*throw the weight of 
his influence in favor of it. Mr. Jones re- 
plied that the president had said to him: “lI 
am willing to do anything to pass the bill 
through congress.”’ 

“If we go into this fight the president must 
be hehind us,” I said. Mr. Jones replied 
that he was. ‘“Thereupon,” said Mr. Vest, 
“I gave up my personal opinion and resolved 
to support it. The president’s letter was 
the first intimation to me that le + was 
against us.” 

Mr. Jones Testifies. 

When Mr. Vest sat down Mr. Jones, who 
was in charge of the Dill in the senate, 
took the floor. He was as pale as death, 
but showed no signs of nervousness. He 
realized, he said, when the bill came tothe 
senate that it could not be passed in its 
then form and he had gone to work, he 
said, with infinite labor and pains to inter- 
view every democratic senator, He ascer- 
tained every objection they held and had 
carefully noted them. He had talked with 
Mr. Carlisle about his plan, and the presi- 
dent endorsed it as wise. Then he (Mr. 
Jones) prepared the amendments in consul- 
tation with Secretary Carlisle. The secre- 
tary was thoroughly informed as to the 
situation, and he (Mr. Jones) had said to 
him: “I will not go one step further if the 
administration is not behind me? - 3 Pe 
quested him to explain everything to the 
president. I saw the president. He told 
me Mr. Carlisle had explained .all, and he 
(Mr. Cleveland) said he thought we were 
doing the wise and proper thing. Among 
the amendments thus prepared were those 
placing coal and iron on the dutiable list. 
“Until EF read President Cleveland’s letter 
to Mr. Wilson,” said Mr. Jones, emphati- 
cally, “I believed he cordially approved of 
our action. I had expressed to him the 
opinion that it must either be this modi- 
fied bill or none at all, and he had replied 
that in the alternative he favored the mod- 
ified measure.” 

As Senator Jones sat down Mr. Gorman 
arose to resume, but Mr. Vilas interposed 
with a series of questions to Mr. Jones. 


Mr. Cleveland Approved. 

‘In your interviews with the president,”’ 
asked Mr. Vilas, ‘‘were the subjects of coal 
and iron ever mentioned?’ 

‘‘Yes,”’ replied Mr. Jones, with explosive 
vehemence, “at every conversation between 
the president and myself coal and iron were 
specifically mentioned.”’ 

There was a burst of applause from the 
gallery which the presiding officer had diffi- 
culty in checking. 

Never a Word of Disapproval. 

‘‘And,’’ continued Mr. Jones, with meas- 
ured emphasis on each word, “the presi- 
dent never once uttered one solitary word 
against going ahead with coal and iron in 
the bill as then in-the senate Dill.’”’ 

“One more question,’’ asked Mr. Vilas. 
“Did not the president express the hope 
several times that iron and coal should be 
on the free list?’’ 

“At all times, yes,’ said Mr. Jones, ‘‘but 
it was the expression of a hope, and the 
circumstances would not permit its reali- 
zation.”’ 

Mr. Gorman next summoned Senator 
Harris as a* witness, who stated that in 
other conversations with President Cleve- 
land he (Mr. Harris) had been led to con- 
clude that the president tavored the pas- 
sage of the compromise senate bill, not be- 
cause he approved it, but because it was 
the best that could be secured. 

Cowards in High Places. 


Mr. Gorman here resumed with one of the 

most sensational references of the day to 
President Cleveland. The senator spoke of 
the deep regret that he was compelled ty 
ask the public testimony of these senators. 
But the time had come to speak. The limit 
of endurance had been reached, The se@g- 
ate had been traduced. An attempt had 
been made to “‘try and gibbet it before the 
country.” These charges had been foully 
made from such distinguished sources that 
they must be met and refuted. The charges 
were echoed by men who “‘chirped when he 
talked.”’ ‘These senators who had been 
summoned had fought for tariff reform 
when “cowards in high places would not 
show their heads.”

Senater Gorman visited the white house 
this forenoon by invitation of the president, 
and, while nothing official can be learned of 
what transpired, it is stated that the presi- 
dent endeavored to dissuade Gorman from 
his announced purpose to make a speech 
upon the president’s letter to Wilson, and 
urged that the tariff bill be allowed to go 
back to the conferees without debate. Gor- 
man made his’speech, however, and it is 
probable that several other speeches will 
be made, probably by Voorhees, Mills and 
Brice, and perhaps Hill. The advisability 
of holding a caucus was discussed by sev- 
eral democratic senators this afternoon, but 
no conclusion was reached, and it is prob- 
able none will be held. 

Judging from the statement of one of 
the managers of the bill as made tonight, 
there appears to be no change in the situa- 
tion. It still remains fraught with danger 
to the bill. Much depends upon the persis- 
tence with which Vilas pushes his motion 
to strike out the differential duty on re- 
fined sugar, and the attitude of this sen- 
ator led a number of democrats today to 
make a statement that it looked as if the 
administration waited to see this action 
taken. It_is known tonight, however, that 
if an effort is made to push this motion, 
a motion that will surely prevail, some 
of the democrats are prepared to take a 
responsibility of settling the fight at once 
and for all by accepting the dernier resort, 
and making the motion to indefinitely post- 
pone the conference report. The positive 
statement was made by a democratic lead. 
er tonight that his motion will only be 
made when all efforts have failed to get 
the bill back to conference unchanged in 
any respect, and if made a democrat this 
senator said that it would prevail beyond 
any possible doubt. 


COLONEL OATES’S REPLY 


To a luitier From Mr. 
About a Recent Charge. 


Birmingham, Ala., July 23.—Colonel Wil- 


liam C. Oates, democratic nominee for g0v- 


ernor, was at Blount Springs on Sunday, and 
received a copy of a circular from H. E. 
Taubeneck, containing the charge that 
Oates’s friends are circulating silver coins 
of 1894 to prove that the democrats are 
now coining silver. 
a telegram from James R. 
Tuscaloosa, making the charge, 
director of the mints’ reply to Mr. Pence. 
Mr. Taubeneck says in the concluding cir- 
cular: ; 

“From this it appears that Mr. Oates has 
secured a few pieces, coined as souvenirs, 
and is exhibiting the same to the people of 
Alabama, as proof that the present adminis- 
tration is coining the silver purchased un- 
der the Sherman act. Any purty driven to 
such deception in trying to bunco the people 
with a few pieces of new coined silver 
ought to sink into the depths of infamy. 
Can fraud and deception go further than 
this? After demonetizing silver, then refus- 
ing to coin the seigniorage, and now try- 
ing to beguile and mislead honest. voters by 
coining a few pieces to be used on the stump 
by a few political bunco steerers.”’ 

To all of this Colonel Oates writes to The 
Age-Herald the following reply: 

‘My reply to all of this is that I never 
saw one of the souvenir or proof silver dol- 
lars, to which he refers, and did not know 
that they were in existence until I saw the 
resolution offered in the house of representa- 
tives by Mr. Pence and his correspondence 
with Mr. Preston, director of the mint: 
and, of course, I never exhibited one of 
them, and never saw one, and never made 
any statement in any speech or elsewhere 
that any silver was being coined, except 
fractional pieces at the Philadelphia mint, 
and never stated that but once, and then 
it was done to correct a false statement 
which was made by a Kolbite speaker. 

“The telegram to Dunning from Maxwell, 
I am fully satisfied states a falsehood, as 
do the letters named. I never heard of such 
a. thing before; and if Maxwell does not 
furnish proof of what he states, which I 
demand, I brand his statement as a lie. 

“Mr. Taubeneck has the affrontery to say 
in his note to me, that ‘any party driven 
to such deception in trying to bunco the 
people with a few pieces of new coined sil- 
ver ought to sink into the depths of infamy,’ 
etc. If my party were to fall into the 
depths of infamy, of which there is not 
the slightest probability, or into the. infer- 
nal regions, the first persons it would meet 
would be Taubeneck and Pence, the princes 
of bunco steerers and political frauds. The 
entire story which they are seeking to mag- 
nify into great importance, hatched 
up for the purpose of injuring me, and is a 
huge lie and utterly devoid of any sem- 
blance of truth. When the 6th of August

It Is Still Too Early to Let Them 
All Go. 


GOVERNOR JONES ON THE STRIKE 


He Says That So Long as the Lawless- 
ness Continues He Will Keep the 
Military on the Scene. 


Birmingham, Ala., July 23.—(Special.)— 
Quite a change was made in the camps on 
Avenue A yesterday. Almost three-fourths 
of the First Regiment were relieved from 
duty and were allowed to go home. Their 
places were filled again, however, by com- 
panies of the Third regiment, which were 
ordered to report here Saturday, as stated, 
and which began arriving yesterday at 
noon. 

The Mobile battalion, consisting of the 
Mobile Rifles company, Lomax Rifles, 
Gulf City Guards and the Mobile Cadets 
departed yesterday afternoon for their 
home. The boys were much pleased to set 
out for their homes and they were in a most 
joyous mood. They reached home, barring 
accidents en route, at an early hour this 
morning. 

General J. W. Whiting and staff left on 
the same train with the Mobile battalion. 

The following companies of the First 
regiment remained in camp but /left later 
today: Georgiana Rifles, Conecuh Guards, 
of Evergreen, Polard Light Guards and 
Greenville Rifles. 

The first companies of the Third regiment 
to arrive in the city Were Company G, the 
Southern Rifles, of Union Springs, under 
command of Captain W. T. Fuller, and 
Company E, the ‘Pelham Guards, of Union- 
town, under command of Captain Vaiden. 
The first named brought about forty-one 
men, and the latter forty-two. 

The following companies in the Third 
regiment arrived yesterday afternoon and 
last night and are now stationed, for the 
time being, in the camps on Avenue A: 
Company B, Talladega Rifles, under com- 
mand of First Lieutenant W. H. Boynton; 
Company D, Anniston Rifles, under com- 
mand of Captain R. D. Allen; Company K, 
Huntsville Rifles, under command of Cap- 
tain J. H. Sheffey; Company C, Etowah 
Rifles, of Gadsden, under command of Cap- 
tain Hirschburg; Company E, Pelham 
Guards, of Uniontown, under command of 
Captain Walden; Company G, Southern 
Rifles, of Union Springs, under .command 
of Captain Fuller. 

Governor Jones said to some prominent 
Citizens today, who discussed the situation 
with him, that “as long as the strike was 
not called off the reign of lawlessness here 
would continue, and that it would be nec- 
essary tio keep troops here to enforce the 
law. Troops would, therefore, remain in 
Jefferson until the strike was called off. 
The bulk of the troops would be camped 
near Ensley City, but those in the city 
would be removed when the preliminary 
trial of the Pratt mine rioters was over, 
as citizens’ organizations had opportunity 
to arm themselves.’’ 

He also said, in answer to an inquiry, 
that “he might send a strong force to 
Blocton to protect laborers who desired to 
go to work there in a day or two. The 
strong force in camp in the city was being 
held here in view of such contingencies as 
well as the general situation throughout 
the district.”’

Birmingham Denies That There Is 
Any liuth in a Report Circulated. 
Birmingham, Ala., July 23.—The report that 
a reign of ferror exists in Birmingham is 
calculated to do injury and bears correc- 
tion. On Saturday morning at 10 o’clock 
fire was discovered in the large furniture 
store of the Stowers Furniture Company, 
and, as reported by the Southern Associated 
Press, it spread in three directions, causing 
a loss of property to the amount of half a 
million dollars. An Age-Herald representa- 
tive, in an interview with the manager of 
the furniture company, asked h‘'m the point- 
ed question: ‘Do you think the fire was in- 
cendiary?’’ which he answered in the nega- 

tive. 

On Saturday Acting Mayor John McCar- 
tin added thirty extra policemen to the 
regular force and reinstated the East and 
West End fire departments, which had re- 
cently been discontinued. The reason for 
this could possibly have caused the idea 
that violence was anticipated from striking 
miners, although if such was the case it 
could not be verified from the president of 
the board of police commissioners or the 
acting mayor.

RATS CAME EARLY FROM EUROPE. 


Bow They Are Prosperous and Do Not 
Find a Big Continent Too Roomy. 
From The Washington Star. 
“When the first houses were built in 
America there were no rats to inhabit 
them. No house rats are native to this 


the owner of the knife . 

“Pack rats sometimes come into houses 
on the frontiers. The wild rats of the 
woods and deserts do very little damage to 
agriculture; they live in regions where 
there is not much in the way of crops to 
devour. In the deserts they live on the 
seeds of desert plants, such as the screw- 
bean. Death valley is full of rats. We 
found a new species there that climbs the 
yucca tree. It is probably the only mam- 
mal that is able to accomplish this feat. 
The trunk of the yucca tree is clad in an 
armor of spines which project downward. 
But the rat literally gnaws its way up the 
tree, making a spiral ladder as ft goes. 
In the deserts the so-called kangaroo rats 
are plentiful, but they are not real rats. 

“Our native rats belong to a different 
group among mammais trom that 
which embraces the European rats. The 
black rats were the first to come to this 
country from abroad. They have been 
driven out by the gray wharf rats, so that 
one sees them comparatively seldom now- 
adays. They are still found in oe of 
New England and extensively n the 
southern states. The roof rats of Europe 
so closely resemble the black rats that 
some naturalists believe them to be the 
Same species. They exist in some portions 
of the eastern United states, occupying the 
roofs of houses. For thatched roofs they 
have a special predilection. The biggest 
rats in the world belong in the neighbor- 
hood of Manzanillo, a portion of western 
Mexico. They are reddish in color and at- 
tain a length of twenty inches.”

How Cleveland Was Elected. 

He argued that the house if it had been 
consistent, would have placed all raw ma- 
terials on the free list. He enumerated 
other raw materials which the house had 
raue dutiable. He denied that it was 
either democratic doctrine or in accord- 
ance with democratic platform declara- 
tions to place coal and iron on the free 
list. He enumerated the amount of the 
tax on coal placed by different democratic 
congresses. 

“The same bills you speak of,’ inter- 
rupted Mr. Hill, ‘placed wool and lumber 
on the dutiable list’’. 

“They did,’ replied Mr. Gorman. He 
proceeded that the democratic platform 
did not demand free raw material. He went 
back to the platform of 1884 on which he 
said Mr. Cleveland was elected “by the 
grace of God and a great deal of hard 
work.” It did not provide for free raw 
materials. The bill prepared by his dis- 
tinguished radical friend, Mr. Mills, placed 
75 cents duty on coal. 

Mr. Mills Interrupts. 

“TIT was in the same situation then,” in- 
terrupted Mr. Mills, ‘“‘that I am now. I 
was in the hands of half a dozen men who 
forced a duty on coal. It was not my 
choice.’’

THE MURDERER ESCAPES IN THE NIGHT 


Dogs Are Put on the Trail,and the Chase 
Is Kept Up for Miles, but Without 
Capturing the Assassin, 


Rrunswick, Ga., July 23.—(Special.)—Con- 
ductor James F. Nelson, in charge of the 
frst section of train No. 3 on the Bruns- 
wick and Western road, was foully assault- 
ed last night while the train was nearing 
the thirty-four mile post. Tom Johnson, a 
grunken negro passenger, was the murder- 
er, Nelson was Shot twice, first through 
the heart, then through the head while 
falling. After the shooting, Johnson sprang 
9 the platform, grasped the bell cord and 
stopped the train, jumped off and escaped 
through the woods, 

Engineer John Farmer, Nelson’s bosom

man in his arms until the breath left his 
body. Death came easily, Nelson being un- 
congcious, only gasping twice before pass- 
ing away.

The Instruction Is Thorough, and the Ex-

Athens, Ga., July 23.—(Spectal.)—The Geor- 
gia Normal school at Rock college is in the 
full blast of prosperity. 
thirty teachers, representing over forty 
counties from all sections of the state, are 
in daily attendance. There were ten new 
arrivals today, and there will certainly be 
over two hundred, enrolled before the ses- 
Sion. closes. 

Eighty of the teachers are living in the 
college building. The remainder live in cot- 
tages adjoining. 

Siate School Coumissioner. 

State School Commissioner 8S. D. Brad- 
well was at the college this morning, and 
he was enthusiastic in his praise of the 
school. “This is only the third season,” 
he said, “and there are so many teachers 
present that we were forced to rent other 
buildings in order to accommodate them. 
I have just been in the lower part of the 
State attending teachers’ institutes, and I 
have been assured that there will be 
twenty-five new arrivals here next week. 

President Lawton B. Evans, who was in 
the group, said that, besides this twenty- 
five, he had letters from fifteen or twenty 
who expected to come this week. 

The Normal Instruction. 


The school confines its actual work to 
normal practice—teaching how to teach. 
President Evans lectures daily on the 
theory and practice of teaching. 

Professor Euler B. Smith, of LaGrange, 
has the department of EngUsh. 

Professor D. L. Earnest, history; Profes- 
sor Otis Ashmore, of Savannah, geography; 
Professor G. G. Bond, primary methods; 
Professor L. M. Landrum, mathematics. 
Miss Willett Allen, of Douglasville, has the 
kindergarten department, and the excel- 
lence of her work is especially worthy of 


note, 

Besides the normal instruction, which is 
very thorough and extremely beneficial to 
the teachers, there is a chautauqua course, 
which adds novelty and entertainment to 
the work. 

Last Friday night: Mr. A. L. Hall, cash- 
ier of the University bank, and one of 
Athens’s most cultured citizens, read a 
very amusing paper that was thoroughly 
enjoyed. 

Tomorrow night Colonel L. H. Charbon- 
nier, professor of physics in the University 
of Georgia, will lecture on “The Evolution 
of Tools and Weapons.’’ 

Dr. Harry White, professor of chemistry, 
will follow on Friday night with a paper 
on ‘““The Prince of India.’”’ 

Professors E. B. Smith, Ashmore, Evans 
and Bond are all booked for lectures in 
the near future.

The normal school when work hours are 
over, and particularly in the evenings, pre- 
sents a scene very similar to that of a 
popular summer hotel. Most of the teach- 
ers at the college dre ladies, and pretty 
ladies at that, and, as a natural conse- 
quence, Rock college is a favorite spot for 
the young men of Athens. 

Situated as it is on a high eminence just 
out of the city, the coolest spot near 
Athens, constantly fanned by mountain 
breezes and presenting a splendid view of 
the Blue Ridge mountains from the bal- 
conies and upper porch, it is in every way 
a delightful spot.

A Decoration Gone Glimmering. 

For the first time since-it assumed 
the contract to print the populist daily 
paper, The Journal has referred to the 
matter in its editorial columns. Many 
people have refused to believe that The 
Journal was really issuing the bright, 
interesting organ of the populist party 
| from its press, the statement that such 
was the case being generally credited 
to the quota of campaign misrepresen- 
tations which have abounded in Atlanta 
recently. The Journal, however, finding 
itself in a corner from which it must 
in some way emerge, points to the fact, 
by way of vindication, that on its “same 
presses Living Issues, another populist 
paper, was printed for quite a while.” 
It says that it is willing not only to 
print this paper, but that there is room 
for one or two more, and concludes: 
“The Journal is a name which the popu- 
list party fears, and which it always 
denounces in its conventions—never The 
Constitution.” 

Since The Constitution prints a news- 
paper and prints the news of both sides 
of all questions without effort to de- 
ceive the public, it is not necessary for 
its reports to be denounced as false by 
& populist, or any other convention. 
When the populist convention met in 
Atlanta our reports of its proceedings 
were full and fair. We believed the 
people of the state, democrats as well 
as populists, were entitled to an honest 
account of what was done and we gave 
it to them. Not so The Journal. It 
printed a false and biased account of 
the proceedings, intended to deceive 
the public by misrepresenting the real 
actions of the convention. This was 
before The Journal had the contract to 
print the populist paper. Resolutions 
were passed at the gonvention condemn- 
ing the unfairness of The Journal’s re- 
ports, and these resolutions were imme- 
diately strung to a blue ribbon and hung 
conspicuously around the neck of The 
Journal, labelled “Our Badge of Honor.” 

Now a decoration of honor is, or 
should be, a permanent bestowal. The 
brave wearers of Napoleon’s crosses of 
the Legion of Honor, conferred for 
deeds of valor on the field, have handed 
down these immortal emblems from sire 
to son, and these heirlooms are today 
the most precious possessions of their 
owners. A hero of Balaklava died in 
New York the other day and his trem- 
bling hand held before his eyes in the 
throes of death the queen’s decoration, 
which was given to each of the brave six 
hundred who rode “into the jaws of 
death.” There should be a sacredness 
about a decoration of honor which 
should make it grow more valuable with 
time, and which neither time nor con- 
tract Should impair. 

Now, The Journal decorated itself by 
making thé resolution of the populist 
convention condemning its unfair re- 
port its “badge of honor.” This was 
to be the emblem, as it were, of its 
democratic devotion—the cross of its 
legion of honor, which should be handed 
down from Possumphat to Jericho, as 
an attest of the fidelity of its democratic 
trust. The badge wore well for a few 
weeks, but whether it was stipulated” 
that in publishing the populist organ 
it was to tear this thrilling decoration 
from its breast remains to be told.

The tail was too short for 
a tight grip, while relaxation meant 
an inevitable encounter in which‘ the 
bear would be at a decided advantage.

Whether right or wrong in the mat- 
ter, it is the firm belief of the American 
people that everything depends upon 
the turiff, and they will never be induced 
to resume business until they know 
what is coming. The Richmond. Dis- 
pateh says of the situation: 

The wholesale merchants can neither 
buy nor sell, because they do not Know 
what amount of customs duties is to be lev- 
ied upon any article. The retail merchants 
must necessarily follow the example set by 
the wholesale merchants. And so whilst 
the two houses of congress are wrangling 
over the question how coal, iron, sugar 
and other articles are to be treated in the 
new tariff law. which, it is to be hoped, 
will soon be placed upon the federal stat- 
ute bookg, the people at home are suffering 
inexcusable wrongs from the delay which 
that wrangling causes. 

This seems to us to be a matter of life 
and death to the democratic party. It has 
now been two years since the Chicago plat- 
form was formulated, and yet the McKin- 
ley law still remains on the statute book. 
The democratic party appears to some per- 
song to be in danger of disruption, and yet 
nothing whatever has been done to get the 
disturbing questions settled which are han- 
dled in that platform.

The Atlanta people, it is reported, are 
pressing the work for their exposition with 
their accustomed spirit and energy, and 
the indications are that the big show will 
be a success. The contracts for the erec- 
tion of five buildings on the exposition 
grounds have been awarded, the work on 
them has begun, exhibitors are beginning 
to apply for space, and the directors are 
of the opinion that the space they have 
arranged for will not accommodate all the 
applicants.

Less 
than eight months ago, in his message 
to congress last December Mr. Cleve- 
land said: 

The committee, after full consideration, 
and to provide against a temporary defi- 
ciency which may exist before the business 
of the country adjusts itself to the new 
tariff schedules, have wisely embraced in 
their plan a few additional internal reve- 
nue taxes, including a small tax upon in- 
comes derived from certain corporate in- 
vestments. These new assessments are not 
only absolutely iust and easily borne, but 
they have the further merit of being such 
as can be remitted without unfavorable 
business disturbance whenever the neces- 
sity of their imposition no longer exists. 

lf the president thought that the tax 
was a wise measure, “absolutely just 
and easily borne.” last December, what 
is the matter with it now? What has 
occurred to cause him to deprecate its 
incorporation in the tariff bill? 

Mr. Cleveland now sees his way clear 
to recommending a departure from the 
platform’s demand for free raw mate- 
rials. His Jetter contains the following: 

While no tenderness should be entertained 
for trusts, and while I am decidedly opposed 
to granting them, under the guise of tariff 
taxation, any opportunity to further their 
peculiar methods, I suggest that we ought 
not to be driven away from the democratic 
principle and policy which lead to the taxa- 
tion of sugar, by the fear, quite likely ex- 
aggerated, that in carrying out this prin- 
ciple and policy we may indirectly and in- 
ordinately encourage a combination of su- 
gar refining interests. I know that in pres- 
ent conditions this is a delicate subject, 
and I appreciate the depth and strength of 
the feeling which its treatment has aroused. 

And yet only last December he said in 


his message: 

The existence of immense aggregation of 
kindred enterprises and combinations of 
business interests, formed for the purpose 
of limiting production and fixing prices, is 
inconsistent with the fair field which ought 
to be opened to every independent activity. 
Legitimate strife in business should not be 
superseded by an enforced concession to 
the demands of combinations that have 


the power to deptroy, nor should the peo-

less than a twenty-year sentence.

The Chinese navy consists of thirty ves- 
sels, but many of these are small and obso- 
lete in type. There are five effective ar- 
mored ships, built within the last twelve 
years, four being battle ships—Chen-Yuen, 
King-Yuen, Lai-Yuen and Ting-Yuen, and 
one, Ping-Yuen, a coast defense ship. There 
is also an armored wooden gunboat, Tien- 
wing. These vessels are armed with Krupp 
guns, the Chen-Yuen of 430 tons, carrying 
twelve-inch rifles. There are nineteen 
cruisers carrying Armstrong and Krupp 
guns, two torpedo cruisers and several small 
gun vessels. The Japanese navy consists 
of thirty-two vessels of'all kinds, including 
five armored ships, the Fu Soo, Hi Yei, Kon 
Go, Rio Jo and Tschiyoda, There are four- 
teen oruisers of good size and well armed 
with Krupp and Canet guns, seven vessels 
of small tonnage, three coast defense ler 
with twelve-+nch French rifles, end half 
dozen corvets and a few training ships. 
This balance of resources does not extend 
to the army, in which China has an enor- 
mous advantage in numerical strength. 
sn oon of peace China’: army numbers 
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place the fastest of English warships far 
in the rear, but it is stated that the Brit- 
ish government is about to build two crui- 
sers of 10,000 tons displacement, 30,000 tons 
steam power and capable of a forced-draft

“Great Strikes and High Tariffs Go 
Together.” 


From The New York Herald. 

The Baltimore Sun shows that the cause 
of the great discontent and frequent strikes 
of American labor for the past thirty years 
can be traced to no other cause but our 
disastrous protective tariffs. The Sun ad- 
duces from the mercantile statistics of the 
country the vast number of business fall- 
ures, and it points out with unanswerable 
argument the inseparable connection be- 
tween these failures and the distress, dis- 
satisfaction and revolt of labor. It says: 

“If the constant stimulation of higher 
tariff rates could, as their advocates claim- 
ed, have given business larger profits and 
labor larger pay, the last twenty years 
must have witnessed a steady decline in 
the number alike of business failures and 
labor strikes. Instead of that, both have 
gone on increasing together. From 1873 to 
1882, inclusive, ten years, 74,978 failures are 
recorded in this country. That was un- 
precedented. But in the eight years 
from 1883 to 1892 the more appalling total 
of 82,000 failures was registered. * * * 
Their number rose to very nearly 11,000 in 
1890, the year of McKinley’s climax tariff. 
The next year, protection having touched 
the high water mark of all our history, 
the list of insolvents touched high water 
mark, too, and 12,273 failures were tne 
melancholy product of the last and great- 
est effort to tax the country into prosperity. 
And this tale of disaster was overtopped 
again in 1893, after two full years of the

What Does It Meant 
From The Denver Times-Sun. 

The announcement is. made that the 
government will at once resume the coinage 
of silver, using a portion of the seigniorage 
now accumulated in the treasury vaults. 
The administration has chosen, for reasons 
best known to itself, to withhold from the 
public its reasons for the resumption of 
silver coinage at this time, and any exact 
information as to how much will be coined. 

Representative Pence affects to see in 
this move of the treasury officials an ad- 
ministration scheme to _ create political 
capital for the democratic party in the 
south. He declares that the plan is to dis- 
tribute a number of dollars of the coinage 
of 1894 in that section, and point to them 
in proof of the assertion that the present 
administration is friendly to silver, and has 
not ceased the coinage of the white metal. 

Representative Oates, of Alabama, is 
making the race for re-election, and it is 
charged that the coinage scheme was 
evolved for the purpose of helping him 
as well as the administration in the man- 
ner above indicated.

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OMcials of the Old Bast Tennessee Rail- 
road Formally Discharged. 


IT 1S ALL A BIT OF RED TAPE 


To Be Reappointed by the New Com- 
pany-Some Will Be Dropped. 
Other Railroad News. 


A general order from headquarters has 
been sent all down the western lines of the 
western division of the Southern Railway 
Company discharging «very official who has 
a position with the old East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia railway. 

This, however, is simply a bit of red tape. 

It is the formal act of the receivers of the 
old company and will be followed up by an 
order from the new company reappointing 
the same men, for thé most part, to the 
same positions they now hold in due time to 
hold them when the Southern comes to take 
charge of the old Bast Tennessee company’s 
affairs. 

It was a rather nervous feeling that came 
to the agents of the old company withal 
when they received their formal discharge. 
It would be calculated to take any man by 
surprise, and make him feel nervous if 
he should suddenly open a letter from the 
headquarters of the railway company with 


fully finding it to be an unexplained dis- 
charge. 

This, when the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia men in Atlanta read these. ter- 
rifying little documents yesterday they felt 
shaky in their boots, to use the expression 
of one of them. 

It was all for a minute, for as soon as 
they could rally their nervous system _ trom 
the sudden shock they saw through it all. It 
is the usual way that reorganization of: a 
railway company works. Orders have to be 
issued discharging the employes of the com- 
pany under the management of the receiv 
ers and these are foNowed up by orders 
from the new company, engaging the men 
again in the same positions they formerly 
held with the bunkrupt road. 

As a rule the orders of discharge and the 
orders of reapvointment are enclosed in the 
same envelop, however, and this was what 
made it so uncomfortable for the local 
officials of the old East Tennessee—that the 
order of discharge was unaccompanied by 
the other order. 

It is thought that the orders of reappoint- 
ment will be sent out from Knoxville to- 
morrow. 

Of course, until ithe general officers have 
been appointed for the new company on the 
western division the minor offices cannot be 
filled as the general officers will have charge 
of that business. It is thought that the 
same general officers of the old East Ten- 
nessee will be continued in service by the 
Southern, an d that they will be appointed 
formally in time to give orders of appoint- 
ment to the men along the lines. 

There may not be much of a change shown 
by the policy of the Southern in the ap- 
pointment of general officers. It is believed 
and stated on good authority that Mr. C. H. 
Hudson will be general manager of the ter- 
ritory of the Southern to be known as the 
western division and that Mr. Fitzgerald 
will be general freight agent and Colonel 
B. W. Wrenn general passenger agent, and 
when these get their formal notices of ap- 
pointment, they will proceed to the ap- 
pointment of the men in all the minor freight 
and passenger offices in the towns and cities 
all down the roads that compose this divis- 
ion of the Southern Railway Company. 

Thus it is to be seen that there is a 
good deal of red tape in the reorganization 
of a great railroad company. 


Changing Superintendents. 


It is rumored that there will be a consid- 
erable change in the territory of superin- 
tendents around Atlanta when the Southern 
comes to take charge of its western divis- 
ion. 

Mr. Beaupree, the well-known superintend- 
ent of the old East Tennessee, it is said, 
will have charge of the road from Atlanta 
to Chattanooga and also the Georgia Pacific, 
which, while it was formerly one of the 
lines operated by the Richmond and Danville 
will in future be under the management of 
the western division of the Southern.. 

Superintendent Horne, of the Brunswick 
division of the old East Tennessee, will 
have charge.of the same territory he now 
has, from Macon to Brunswick, but in ad- 
dition to this will have charge of the line 
from Atlanta to Macon, which is now a 
part of Superintendent Beaupree’s division. 

Superintendent Rider, of the Georgia Pa- 
cific, is going to the eastern division of the 
Southern, and will probably have some of 
the territory resigned by Superintendent 
“Bunch” McBee, according to the same 
rumor. 

Superintendent Dodson will remain in At- 
lanta and will have charge of his same ter- 
ritory with several additional lines in the 
Carolinas, which were given to him after 
the resignation of Superintendent McBee 
was made known. 

Painting New Signs. 

One of the most manifest changes inaugu- 
rated by the Southern railway, so far as the 
public is concerned, is the changing of iet- 
tering on the cars and engines of the old 
Richmond and Danville. 

Everybody knows that the engines used 
to be marked with huge gilt letters “Rk. & 
D.”" when the road was the property of the 
old Richmond and Danville. It was, there- 
fore, @ surprise to the passersby to see 
the fine engines of the company rolling 
through the union passenger depot lettered 
*‘Southern.,’’ e 

To those who have not kept up with the 
reorganization as it has proceed:d’ fcr the 
past few months the sight of these engines 
puzzled them for a time. They could not 
fancy what road it was sending trains into 
Atlanta called the Southern. 

It is said that the paint brush will soon 
get in its work on the cars of the Southern 
as well as the engines. i

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 

CHICAGO, July 23.—When the bottom on 
wheat will be reached is a question that 
seems yet unsolved.

The free arrivals at winter wheat 
points and the lower gables soon pointed 
the way, however, and thereafter there was 
no strength in the market. September 
wheat opened from 544c to 56%c, sold be- 
tween 54%4c and 555%c, closing at o3%c. Cash 
wheat was in about the usual demand from 
millers and elLjvator owners, the offerings 
were strong and prices declined %@%c per 
bushel. 

Corn—More interest centered in this mar- 
ket at the opening than anywhere else on 
the floor. Shorts tin May were particularly 
desirous of covering up their contracts, 
and the other options were strong, but not 
quite so execited as that of last month. 
After the early animation had settled into 
a less excited condition priees held strong, 
and the close took another upward jump. 
September opened from 42%c to 43'4c, sold 
between 43%c and 42%c, closing at 438%c— 
ligc higher than Saturday. May closed 2%«c 
higher. There was a good cash demand 
for corn, and prices were up % of @ cent per 
bushel.

CHICAGO, July 23.—The situation still 
continues gloomy for holders. Another de- 
cline of 14c Was experienced this morning, 
and from the existing bearish intiuences 
it looks now as though we would see Sep- 
tember wheat at 59c before any material 
reaction is felt. The opening was strong, 
with September at 54% to 54%c, lirming up 
to 54%c. The only support, however, was 
from shorts and put traders, which was 
very light, and on weakness in foreign 
cables, Liverpool being 44c lower all around, 
lurge offerings, the aggregate receipts at 
primary points being 1,083,000 bushels, 
against 715,000 bushels the same day last 
year, light total clearances, an increase 
of 617,000 bushelg in the visible supply and 
extremely weak outside inarkets, Minne- 
apolis declining l%c from the close of 
Saturday, the market became very weak 
and broke to 52%c for September, closing 
very weak, there being absolutely no de- 
mand whatever during the latter half of 
the session. 

Corn, both speculative puts and cash, 
was strong and- higher. Offerings were 
light and demand good, commission housés 
being large buyers, orders being principal- 
ly from the section where the drought pre- 
vails. With light supplies of old corn and 
the threatened Ganger to the growing crops, 
shorts are becoming anxious about their 
contracts. 

Oats opened firm. There was some out- 
side business, and although offerings were 
light no material advance was scored, 
With tthe prospects of large receipts of 
new oats being good—about 110 cars were 
received today, forty-eight were new oats— 
we do not look for any material change 
in the prices. 

There was a little more activity experi- 
enced in provisions, the speculative futures, 
today, though prices remained nominally 
unchanged. Hogs at the yards were in 
fair demani, and prices a shade higher.

The market started off on Monday with 
a fairly large decrease in th» amount of 


wheat on passage to Europe, and which was . 


temporarily a sustaining feature. The vis- 
ible supply decreased moderathply. It soon 
developed, however, that the bears were in 
full control and, under the lead of Mr. Pard- 
ridge, a selling movement began which car- 
ried prices down to the lowest level of the 
year. On Wednesday, thinking apparently 
that the bottom had beeff reached foreign- 
ers began to buy cash wheat freely, their 
purchases aggregating about 800,000 bushels. 
This had, strange to say, very little ef- 
fect on the market, which on Friday was 
weaker than ever, with stagnatiun agaih in 
command of the export trade and foreign 
houses very much disgusted bocause they 
did not postpone their buying. Some of the 
prceminent exporters, including David Bing- 
ham, said at the close that wheat was down 
at last to a commercial basis, they beliov- 
ed. Europe was disposed to buy, but held 
off from day to day, thinking to get wheat 
a little cheaper. The condition of. the flour 
market at the clos> was phenomenal. It 
was stated that a big grocery house was 
asked to-bid $3.60 per barrel for 25.00 bar- 
rels of spring patents, the best in the mar- 
ket: but the house refused to bid, believing 
that prices will zo still lower. Reatlies are 
probable in the wheat markt, notwithstand- 
ing all the foreroing bearish conditions, and 
purchases around presc:nt prices. should 
show profits. But, with the movement of 
winter wheat on and that of spring wheat 
not far distant, substantial recovery in 
prices is hardly probable. 

“orn was verv strong the first part of 
the werk, but finally declined in sympa- 
thy with wheat, and on showers in the corn 
belt. The new crop is not a factor in the 
speculative Situation of corn. It may he 
the largest and finest ev?r gathered. It will 
not be available for this vear’s short con- 
tracts. The bull pool in Chicago has noth- 
ing to dread from fine crop advices: its 
danger is receipts. If these continup licht 
the pool will continue masters of, the sftun- 
tion and the bears will get such a drubbing 
as they have seldom reqarived before.

Chief Engineer Arthur, of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, has spoken wards 
that ought to be read and pondered by 
every workingman who is asked to support 
a strike at this time.

“In view of the fact that during the past 
winter all of the people were taxed to. their 
utmost to feed the poor and unemployed, it 
is wrong for any man, even though he has 
the authority, to order out thousands of 
workingmen who have large families to sup- 
port.
